NEW YORK, (JTA)—The Jew- 
ish War Veterans of the United 
States issued orders to command- 
ers of its posts last week to make 
“an aggressive and thorough in- 
vestigation” of the manner of re- 
cruiting for the National Guard in 
the various states. 


The order followed revelations 
that one National Guard unit in 
New York had advertised im a 
Nazi paper for German recruits. 
The ad prompted Adjutant Gener- 
al Walter G. Robinson to prohibit 
further advertisements for recruits. 


“IT strongly disapprove of re- 
cruiting mem of German descent 
or any particular nationality in 
this manner,” the National Guard 
commamder said. “It hasn’t hap- 
pened before in this state. I think 
it is the outcome of immature judg- 
ment.” 


The ad in question appeared in 
the Deutsche Weckruf und Beo- 
bachter and asked recruits, citiz- 
ens or Germans holding first pap- 
ers, for Battery D, 244th Coast 
Artillery Regiment.

The Editor’s Chair: 


I happen to be on the national 
board of directors of The National 
Farm School. The school is sit- 
uated seventeen miles from Phila- 
delphia, at Doylestown, Pa., and 
comprises 1,200 acres, a group of 
beautiful campus buildings, and 

- the finest farmland in Pennsylvan- 
~ ja. Although the school is prac- 
tically one hundred per cent Jew- 
ish-supported it is non-sectarian, 
and does its job of taking boys 
from city streets into the farming 
profession, among Jew and non 
Jew alike. 


The farm school is the best ex- 
ample of Jewish energy and vision 
—the late Dr. Joseph Krauskopf 
was its founders—in the United 
States. Farm school graduates are 
so sought after that months be- 
fore commencement they are em- 
ployed either as master farmers, 
as farm managers, as horticultur- 
ists, or as experts in some other 
line of farming. 


Last week the farm school be- 
came the first Jewish organization 
or institution to use paid advertis- 
ing in the Anglo-Jewish press. 
Other organizations send in ream 
after ream of free matter, complain 
when it is not printed, and show 
so little consideration for the An- 
glo-Jewish press that they give 
Teal news items to the daily news- 
papers days before it can be print- 
ed in the Jewish weeklies. 


President Herbert D. Allman, of 
the farm school who without re- 
muneration devotes all his time to 
managing the school, felt that 
since the Jewish papers had beem 
so friendly and cooperative, he 
would like to show his appreciation 
by inserting a paid advertisement 
in as many papers as his limited 
budget for expenditures of this 
type would allow. 


Other organizations who pay 
thousands of dollars to publicity 
men and hire staffs of these free- 
space artists, might give considera- 
tion to Mr. Allman’s appreciative 
act, and earn for themselves the 
Same consideration they seek from 
Jewish people through Jewish pa- 
pers by buying space whenever the 
situation is appropriate. 


Rabbi Bernstein And the Nazi Apologist 


R ‘ABBI Philip S. Bernstein, of Rochester, is 
without question the most admirable rabbi 
in the United States this week. 

With dispatch, with a devastating complete- 
ness and with a success that warms the heart of 
every Jewish person in the United States, Rab- 
bi Bernstein last week “polished off’? a Nazi 
apologist who spoke before the City Club in 
Rochester. The Rabbi by his astute logic and 
remarkable terseness, so thoroughly discomfitted 
the speaker, that he was forced to resort to si- 
lence to save himself. 

Everyone has heard the speech that Dr. Hugo 
Culeman, author and lecturer, delivered to the 
Rochester luncheon club. Many Jews can repeat 
it by rote. Dr. Culeman was not in favor of 
Hitler’s Jewish policy, but there were definite 
causes for the persecution of the Jews; before 
Hitler Jews were leaders of the radical parties; 
thirty-four | a cent of the deputies in the Reich- 
stag were Jewish, after the war East Etopean 
Jews flocked into Germany and disfranchised the 
German business man and worker; and monop- 
olized education, the professions and politics. It 
is the same speech, and is delivered the same 


way before every audience by every German 
speaker. Carbon copies are in the files of the 
Anti-Defamation League and have been there for 
three years. 


Rabbi Bernstein, asked permission from Pro-_ 


fessor Earl B. Taylor, conductor of the forum, 
to make a statement before asking a question. 
“It is very difficult for me to comment or ask 
about so many statements.” the rabbi said. “Many 
of them are far from the truth. Any man may 
be anti-Semitic. That is his business. But no 
man may deny or distort facts. The speaker 
paid 34% of the deputies in the Reichstag were 
Jews and Jews were Leftist leaders prior to Hit- 
ler’s regime. That is not true. Actually there 
were two Jews in the Reichstag and no Jews 
were representatives in the Communist party. 
This is a typically Fascist propaganda in an or- 
ganization like this. 

“The only queston I have to ask the speaker 
is: Does he believe that Adolph Hitler was right 
when he wrote in ‘My Struggle’, ‘If you tell a 
lie often enough, people will believe it?”” 


And Dr. Culeman did not answer. 


An Aesop Fable 


q N Miami, the Jewish Floridian came across 
the almost perfect editorial. 

“Gentiles Only” was the legend on a conspic- 
uous sign one one of the more fashionable apart- 
ment houses in the residential section of the 
Florida resort. Affronted, The Jewish Floridian 
learned the name of the owner, was puzzled, 
sought him out. 

He was in schul, attending early morning de- 
votions. The picture is drawn for you. Serv- 
ices have begun. The apartment house owner 
has already entwined the sacred tephilim around 
his arm, and the black headpiece sits awkwardly 
on his forehead, preventing his hat from rest- 
ting evenly on his head.

Disraeli on The Jew

Said Disraeli: “The attempt to extirpate 
them has been made under the most favorable 
auspices, and on the largest scale; the most con- 
siderable means that man could command have 
been pertinaciously applied to this object for the 
longest period of recorded time. Egyptian Phar- 
aohs, Assyrian Kings, Roman Emperors, Scand- 
inavian Crusaders, Gothic Princes, and Holy In- 


quisitors have alike devoted their energies to the 
fulfillment of this common purpose. Expatriation, 
Exile, Captivity, Confiscation, Torture of the 
most ingenious and massacres on the most ex- 
tensive scale, a curious system of degrading cus- 
toms and debasing laws which would have broken 
the heart of any other people, have been tried in 
vain.”

The Jew And Child Marriages 


onsiderable interest was aroused recently on 

the subject of early marriages as a result of 

the marriage of a nine-year-old girl in Ten- 
nessee and of a twelve-year-old girl in New York. 
The Census Bureau records show that in 1930 
there were in the United States 4,241 married 
girls under the age of 15, while in 1920 their 
number was 5,554. Imstances of married boys 
under 15 were only 761 in 1930. The minimum 
age for marriage required by law varies greatly 
in different states. In fourteen states, the min-! 
imum age for marriage is 14 for boys and 12 for 
girls. There are many legislators and ministers 
who believe that a girl is ready for marriage as 
soon as she reaches the age of puberty, which 
is 12 or 13 years, although social students and 
medical authorities advise against early marri- 
ages, requiring at least the age of 16 for girls. 


In Jewish law, the father has the right to give 
his daughter in marriage even before she reaches 
the age of puberty and this seemed to have been 
the prevalent custom in ancient Israel, although 
later authorities forbade child marriages con- 
tracted by the father, insisting that the girl 
should have reached an age of discretion when 
she can make her own choice. The law, however, 
is maintained and the right of the father is even 
extended to the mother and elder brothers, in the 
case when the father is dead or away from home 
for a long time. In the case when the mother 
or brothers have given the minor girl into mar4 
riage, she has the right to refuse (miun) to live 
with the husband provided for her and requires 
no formal bill of divorce. On the other hand, 
if a minor girl marries without the knowledge or 
consent of her father, the marriage is invalid. 
In the case of the mimor boy, the Rabbis were 
opposed to his marriage before he reached the 
age of thirteen and if such a marriage was con- 
tracted either by the boy himself or through his 
father, authorities differ as to whether this is a 
valid marriage. He should not, however, post- 
pone his marriage much after that period, eigh- 
teen years is the maximum limit set for a boy’s 
marriage, and any one remaining unmarried af- 
ter his twentieth year incurs the displeasure of 
God. One of the Rabbis attributed his mental 
superiority to the fact that he was married at 
the age of sixteen and he added that his mind 
would have been even more alert if he had been 
married when he was fourteen years old. In 
the early Middle Ages, the Jewish authorities 
would compel a man who remained unmarried af- 
ter he reached the age of twenty to take a wife 


unto himself, the only extenuating circumstance 
being when one is engaged in study and is. afraid 
that married life would interfere with his devo4 
tion to his cultural development. There were ex- 
ceptional cases when a man was permitted to re-; 
main in celibacy all his life because he was en- 
grossed in the study of the Law. 


Among oriental Jews, as among orientals gen4 
erally, early marriages, especially for girls, is the 
rule. Climate conditions, which help in the earl- 
ier development of the boy or girl, as well as 
moral considerations are the reasons for this. 
While the Rabbis of the Talmud prohibited the 
father from marrying off his minor daughter, the 
later Rabbis, living in periods of persecution and 
uncertainty permitted it, since the father who had 
a dowry ready for his young daughter may. be 
deprived of it at amy {time and thus lose the op- 
portunity of finding a husband for her later on. 
It was not unusual for parents to contract mar- 
riages between their children when still in in- 
fancy, although the marriage itself was not con- 
summated until they grew up. In the early part 
of the last century, when the law of conscrip 
tion for the army was applied also to Jews in 
Russia, the marriage of young children became 
prevalent there, since those who were married 
were excused from serving in the army. These 
conditions afforded many a theme for novelists 
and dramatists of a more modern period around 
which they constructed their plots. Among the 
Sefardim of Palestine, until re@ently, child mar- 
riages predominated and travelers have told of 
young girls playing with their “wigs,” which 
they procured for themselves after their hair was 
shaved off preliminary to their nuptials. Norm-) 
ally, however, the law that the girl shouldbe of 
an) age of discretion, able to designate her choice 
with intelligence when she is married, prevailed 
everywhere among Jews. The respect for par- 
ents was so deep-seated that children usually 
agreed to the choice of their parents also in ma- 
trimonial affairs even to most recent years. The 
cases when the young people could be said to be 
forced into a marriage contract were indeed ex+ 
ceedingly few in Jewish life even in the ghettoes. 
The social conditions under which the Jews lived 
made such alliances feasible, since parents, as a 
rule, did not expect the young bridegroom to pro- 
vide for his bride, but both were%rupported, some-+ 
times for many years, at the tavle and in the 
household of the bride’s parents.

The order followed revelations 
that one National Guard unit in 
New York had advertised im a 
Nazi paper for German recruits. 
The ad prompted Adjutant Gener- 
al Walter G. Robinson to prohibit 
further advertisements for recruits. 


“IT strongly disapprove of re- 
cruiting mem of German descent 
or any particular nationality in 
this manner,” the National Guard 
commander said. “It hasn’t hap- 
pened before in this state. I think 
it is the outcome of immature judg- 
ment.” 


The ad in question appeared in 
the Deutsche Weckruf und Beo- 
bachter and asked recruits, citiz- 
ens or Germans holding first pap- 
ers, for Battery D, 244th Coast 
Artillery Regiment.

The school is sit- 
uated seventeen miles from Phila- 
delphia, at Doylestown, Pa., and 
comprises 1,200 acres, a group of 
beautiful campus buildings, and 
the finest farmland in Pennsylvan- 
la, Although the school is prac- 
tically one hundred per cent Jew- 
ish-supported it is non-sectarian, 
and does its job of taking boys 
from city streets into the farming 
profession, among Jew and non 
Jew alike. 


The farm school is the best ex- 
ample of Jewish energy and vision 
—the late Dr. Joseph Krauskopf 
was its founders—in the United 
States. Farm schoo] graduates are 
so sought after that months be- 
fore commencement they are em- 
ployed either as master farmers, 
as farm managers, as horticultur- 
ists, or as experts in some other 
line of farming. 


Last week the farm school be- 
came the first Jewish organization 
or institution to use paid advertis- 
ing in the Anglo-Jewish press. 
Other organizations send in ream 
after ream of free matter, complain 
when it is not printed, and show 
so little consideration for the An- 
glo-Jewish press that they give 
Teal news items to the daily news- 
papers days before it can be print- 
ed in the Jewish weeklies. 


President Herbert D. Allman, of 
the farm school who without re- 
muneration devotes all his time to 
managing the school, felt that 
since the Jewish papers had been 
so friendly and cooperative, he 
would like to show his appreciation 
by inserting a paid advertisement 
in as many papers as his limited 
budget for expenditures of this 
type would allow. 


Other organizations who pay 
thousands of dollars to publicity 
men and hire staffs of these free- 
space artists, might give considera- 
tion to Mr. Allman’s appreciative 
m. act, and earn for themselves the

Rabbi Bernstein And the Nazi Apologist 


R ‘ABBI Philip S. Bernstein, of Rochester, is 
without question the most admirable rabbi 
in the United States this week. 

With dispatch, with a devastating complete- 
ness and with a success that warms the heart of 
every Jewish person in the United States, Rab- 
bi Bernstein last week “polished off’ a Nazi 
apologist who spoke before the City Club in 
Rochester. The Rabbi by his astute logic and 
remarkable terseness, so thoroughly discomfitted 
the speaker, that he was forced to resort to si- 
lence to save himself. 

Everyone has heard the speech that Dr. Hugo 
Culeman, author and lecturer, delivered to the 
Rochester luncheon club. Many Jews can repeat 
it by rote. Dr. Culeman was not in favor of 
Hitler’s Jewish policy, but there were definite 
causes for the persecution of the Jews; before 
Hitler Jews were leaders of the radical parties; 
thirty-four per cent of the deputies in the, Reich- 
stag were Jewish, after the war East E@opean 
Jews flocked into Germany and disfranchised the 
German business man and worker; and monop- 
olized education, the professions and politics. It 
is the same speech, and is delivered the same 


way before every audience by every German 
speaker. Carbon copies are in the files of the 
Anti-Defamation League and have been there for 
three years. 


Rabbi Bernstein, asked permission from Pro- . 


fessor Earl B. Taylor, conductor of the forum, 
to make a statement before asking a question. 
“It is very difficult for me to comment or ask 
about so many statements.” the rabbi said. “Many 
of them are far from the truth. Any man may 
be anti-Semitic. That is his business. But no 
man may deny or distort facts. The speaker 
paid 34% of the deputies in the Reichstag were 
Jews and Jews were Leftist leaders prior to Hit- 
ler’s regime. That is not true. Actually there 
were two Jews in the Reichstag and no Jews 
were representatives in the Communist party. 
This is a typically Fascist propaganda in an or- 
ganization like this. 

“The only queston I have to ask the speaker 
is: Does he believe that Adolph Hitler was right 
when he wrote in ‘My Struggle’, ‘If you tell a 
lie often enough, people will believe it?”” 


And Dr. Culeman did not answer.

The Jew And Child Marriages 


onsiderable interest was aroused recently on 

the subject of early marriages as a result of 

the marriage of a nine-year-old girl in Ten- 
nessee and of a twelve-year-old girl in New York. 
The Census Bureau records show that in 1930 
there were in the United States 4,241 married 
girls under the age of 15, while in 1920 their 
number was 5,554. Imstances of married boys 
under 15 were only 761 in 1930. The minimum 
age for marriage required by law varies greatly 
in different states. In fourteen states, the min-! 
imum age for marriage is 14 for boys and 12 for 
girls. There are many legislators and ministers 
who believe that a girl is ready for marriage as 
soon as she reaches the age of puberty, which 
is 12 or 18 years, although social students and 
medical authorities advise against early marri- 
ages, requiring at least the age of 16 for girls. 


In Jewish law, the father has the right to give 
his daughter in marriage even before she reaches 
the age of puberty and this seemed to have been 
the prevalent custom in encient Israel, although 
later authorities forbade child marriages con- 
tracted by the father, insisting that the girl 
should have reached an age of discretion when 
she can make her own choice. The law, however, 
is maintained and the right of the father is even 
extended to the mother and elder brothers, in the 
case when the father is dead or away from home 
for a long time. Im the case when the mother 
or brothers have given the minor girl into mar4 
riage, she has the right to refuse (miun) to live 
with the husband provided for her and requires 
no formal bill of divorce. On the other hand, 
if a minor girl marries without the knowledge or 
consent of her father, the marriage is invalid. 
In the case of the minor boy, the Rabbis were 
opposed to his marriage before he reached the 
age of thirteen and if such a marriage was con- 
tracted either by the boy himself or through his 
father, authorities differ as to whether this is a 
valid marriage. He should not, however, post- 
pone his marriage much after that period, eigh- 
teen years is the maximum limit set for a boy’s 
marriage, and any one remaining unmarried af- 
ter his twentieth year incurs the displeasure of 
God. One of the Rabbis attributed his mental 
superiority to the fact that he was married at 
the age of sixteen and he added that his mind 
would have been even more alert if he had been 
married when he was fourteen years old. In 
the early Middle Ages, the Jewish authorities 
would compel a man who remained unmarried af- 
ter he reached the age of twenty to take a wife 


\ 


unto himself, the only extenuating circumstance 
being when one is engaged in study and is. afraid 


that married life would interfere with his devo4 
tion to his cultural development. There were ex- 
ceptional cases when a man was permitted to re-, 
main in celibacy all his life because he was en- 
grossed in the study of the Law. 


Among oriental Jews, as among orientals gen4 
erally, early marriages, especially for girls, is the 
rule. Climate conditions, which help in the earl- 
ier development of the boy or girl, as well as 
moral considerations are the reasons for this. 
While the Rabbis of the Talmud prohibited the 
father from marrying off his minor daughter, the 
later Rabbis, living in periods of persecution and 
uncertainty permitted it, since the father who had 
a dowry ready for his young daughter may. be 
deprived of it at any {time and thus lose the op- 
portunity of finding a husband for her later on. 
It was not unusual for parents to contract mar- 
riages between their children when still in ins 
fancy, although the marriage itself was not con- 
summated until they grew up. In the early part 
of the last century, when the law of conscrip} 
tion for the army was applied also to Jews in 
Russia, the marriage of young children became 
prevalent there, since those who were married 
were excused from serving in the army. These 
conditions afforded many a theme for novelists 
and dramatists of a more modern period around 
which they constructed their plots. Among the 
Sefardim of Palestine, until re@ently, child mar- 
riages predominated and travelers have told of 
young girls playing with their “wigs,” which 
they procured for themselves after their hair was 
shaved off preliminary to their nuptials. Norm-, 
ally, however, the law that the girl should'be of 
an age of discretion, able to designate her choice 
with intelligence when she is married, prevailed 
everywhere among Jews. The respect for par- 
ents was so deep seated that children usually 
agreed to the choice of their parents also in ma- 
trimonia]l affairs even to most recent years. The 
cases when the young people could be said to be 
forced into a marriage contract were indeed ex+ 
ceedingly few in Jewish life even: in the ghettoes. 
The social conditions under which the Jews lived 
made such alliances feasible, since parents, as a 
rule, did not expect the young bridegroom to pro- 
vide for his bride, but both were supported, some- 
times for many years, at the table and in the 
household of the bride’s parents.
